He nev er had the power to receiv e a stu 
dent into the schoo.l, nothing but to teach 
them. We hav e adv ertised the short hand 
department just as we hav e all the other, 
departments and hav e put forth the same 
effort for the success of all.

M ilita ry Sig na ls in Use In Arizo na —Co m­ 
m unica tio n by Sun Fla shes. 
In December la st Lieut. A. M. Fuller, of the 
Second United States 
ca v a lry , with his 
troop, 
E, left the Presidio for field duly in Arizona, 
» •here he has since been stationed. 
For the 
ais-t four months after leav ing the lieutt nant 
was with his troop, but soon after Gen. Miles 
succeeded Gen. Crook, Fuller was assigned 
to 
special duty us acting signal serv ice officer in 
¿he lieliographic serv ice of the army. 
To a 
reporter he* explained the method of army 
signaling by means of reflecting sunlight. 
The alphabet used is exactly the same as the 
Morse telegraph alphabet. The instruments 
and mirrors used in signaling are of the finest 
material. 
Under Lieut. Fuller fifteen signal­ 
ing stations hav e U-en established in Arizona, 
the distance between them v arying from fiv e 
to forty miles, according as conv enient peaks 
were found on which to 1 >cate station'-. 
The 
greatest distance in a straight line which sta­ 
tions cov er is 200 miles, 
'i ho regular work­ 
ing force of each station is two at the small» r 
and three operators at the larger stat ions,with 
a guard of from fiv e to sev en soldiers, ac­ 
cording to the location of the station. 
The 
stations more remote from the railroad are 
supplied with couriers, and orders from Gen. 
Miles to the different detachments in the field 
are thus conv eyed. 
Bo perfected is this system of communica­ 
tion by sun flashes that a trial message of 
twenty-fiv e words was sent recently ov < r the 
200-mile line and an answer of the same 
length receiv ed at the starting point in 
twenty minutes’ time. 
Another test which 
Lieut. Fuller said resulted v ery satisfactorily 
to Gen. Miles was signaling 300 words twenty- 
fiv e miles in a short space of time.

submitted

Two days 
later they were put o n bo ats and co nv eyed to 
Canto n. The v alue o f the pro perty destro yed 
is abo ut *5,500, and Co nsul Seymo ur is press­ 
ing a demand fo r the payment o f this amo unt 
in damages. 
The seco nd case is o f still mo re recent date. 
On Sunday, June 0, in the absence o f all the 
gentlemen co nnected with the Metho dist 
Episco pal missio n ho spital at Chung King, 
and while o nly the lady was present, a mo b 
co llected, bro k e do wn the gates, and threw 
sto nes at the lady, o ne o f which cut o pen her 
index finger its entire length, while she was 
o therwise injured abo ut the head end arms. 
Co mplaint was made to the o fficials, but the 
matter was treated lightly. 
“This is a seri­

ally. 
The fact that Gen. Miles paid no attentio n 
to the o rders fro m the war department leav es 
a stro ng impressio n that he was bo und by a 
pro mise o f so me k ind to remo v e the surrend­ 
ered Apaches fro m Arizo nia. 
He req uested 
permissio n to tak e them to Fo rt Bo wie, 
El Paso (Texas), o r Flo rida. He was o rdered 
by the department, ho wev er, to co nv ey them 
to the nearest po st, whatev er it might be, and 
k eep them under guard pending a decisio n as 
to their final dispo sitio n. No twitlistanding 
this o rder, he started them o n their way to 
Flo rida, and then so info rmed the depart­ 
ment stating that they co uld be sto pped at 
San Anto nio . They were sto pped at that 
p» lace and arc there no w. 


MANNING TO GO TO AUSTRIA. 


The Miscreants Meet Him at the Do o r 
As He Is Escaping with His Family 
and Sho o t and Ro b Him—Dlo o dho nnda 
Fail to Get o n the Track o f the VII- 
lians. 


Olney , Ills., Sept 18.—Great excitement 
prev ailed here Friday mo rning o v er a repo rt 
that the residence o f Jo hn W. Shryo ck , a 
farmer o n the line between Richland and 
Jasjjer co unties, had been burned by ro bbers, 
and that in trying to escape with his family 
Mr. Shryo ck had been sev erely sho t and 
ro bbed o f a large amo unt o f mo ney. A co r­ 
respo ndent upo n reaching the place fo und 
Mr. Shryo ck in bed at a neighbo r's ho use, 
suffering fro m the effects o f a serio us, tho ugh 
no t necessarily fatal, pisto l wo und in the left 
leg near the thigh, and surro unded by a few 
neighbo rs and his family, while do wn the 
ro ad a sho rt distance appeared the smo k ing 
ruins o f his late ho me. 
When q uestio ned he 
gav e the fo llo wing acco unt o f the tragedy: 
He had returned to Olney Thursday fro m 
Cincinnati with abo ut 1800, the pro ceeds 
fro m a sto ck shipment, and while here o b­ 
tained eno ugh fro m 
the bank and o ther 
so urces to mak e abo unt *1,400, and with this 
amo unt o n his jierso n he started ho me in 
co mpany with a yo ung friend in the buggy. 
He reached ho me unmo lested, walk ing nearly 
two miles o f the distance, and retired abo ut 9 
o ’clo ck . During the ev ening he claims to 
hav e had fo rebo dings o f danger, and co uld 
no t 
sleep. 
While 
lying 
in 
l>ed 
he 
heard 
a 
no ise 
witho ut, 
and 
later 
disco v ered that there 
were 
men 
o ut­ 
side trying to effect an entrance. 
So he 
aro se, lo aded his gun and rev o lv er, and 
placed his mo ney in his po ck ets, and pre­ 
pared fo r a defense. 
During the night he

I ’v e seen all th at ‘bu sin ess,’ 
ev en to th e dan cin g, don e in black y ears 
ago. 
It was in an old min strel act 
called th e ‘ R ose of Carolin a,’ an d old 
Fran k Brower, th e fath er of n egro min ­ 
strelsy , did a pan tomimic ch aracter of 
wh ich th is is a cou n terpart. 
He ev en 
u sed to sit on a rock an d ish u p h oop- 
skirts an d trou sers an d su ch th in gs, an ti 
th e dan ce was kn own as th e ‘Essen ce of 
Old Virgin ia.’ I did th e part, an d so 
did ev ery oth er old min strel man in h is 
time. 
Brower was th e fu n n iest ch arac­ 
ter on or off th e stage I ev er met. 
It 
was h e wh o made th e remark abou t h is 
fath er's fu n eral th at h as passed in to a 
stage ‘gag.’ A frien d met h im an d 
said: 
‘Well, Fran k, th e old man ’s 
gon e at last, eh ?” 
‘Yes. 
He was 
bu ried to-day ,’ said Fran k. 
‘Wh at 
kin d of a fu n eral did h e h av e?’ Fran k, 
from force of h abit, respon ded, dream­ 
ily : ‘Oh , we tu rn ed ’em away . 
We 
tu rn ed ’em awav .’ ” 
Billy th en wen t on to tell of a man 
w h o h ad a con su mptiv e broth er of wh ose 
diseased con dition h e was v ery prou d. 
He took h im arou n d an d sh owed off h is 
in firmities to h is frien ds. 
He wou ld 
in trodu ce h im to a man an d say : 
“Th ere’s my broth er,

in on e n igh t wh en 1 was th ere,” said 
Mr. Birch , “an d both ordered ale.

He was su ch a born 
comedian an d got su ch fu n ou t of

Joh n New­ 
ton , th e en gin eer h av in g ch arge of th e 
work, h eld th<* h an d of h is baby « lau gh ­ 
ter Mary , an d sh ow’ed h er how* to press 
th e bu tton th at sen t th e electric spark 
fly in g down th rou gh th e water, an d ex ­ 
ploded th e wh ole 50,000 pou n ds of 
dy n amite at on ce, tearin g th e reef in to 
small bits. 
Th is was n in e y ears ago, in 187 0, an d 
as soon as Hallett’s Reef was th u s blown 
ou t of ex isten t* *, th e en gin eers began 
to plan th e fate for Middle Reef, of 
wh ich Flood Rock was th e most prom­ 
in en t poin t.

Little 
Mary ' Newton migh t h av e been frigh t 
en e« l at wh at sh e was abou t to do if sh e 
h ad n ot h ad perfect con fiden ce in h er 
fath er; bu t wh en h e told h er th at sh e 
wou ld be perfectly safe, an d th at n o 
bo« ly wou ld be h u rt, sh e kn ew it w'ou ld 
be so, an d with a smile on h er face an d 
a firm h an d sh e pressed th e bu tton , an d 
set loose all th e migh ty u proar.—Ha r 
p er'a Yo u n g Peo p le.

pleasu re. 
Th e v ery elemen ts of h is 
ch aracter, wh ich wou ld h av e made h im 
h appy in th e day s of th e repu blic, 
made h im melan ch oly an d sev ere u n der 
th e empire. 
He possessed in a large 
degree th e ch aracteristic» of a good 
h istorian , accu racy an d impartiality , 
an d th ou gh h e despised th e times 
wh ich h e felt compelled to ch ron icle, 
h e h as don e mu ch for th e cau se of h is­ 
tory .

Some time du rin g th e dark reign of 
Nero, probably 51-54 A.D., Cams Cor 
n cliu s Tacitu s was l>orn in a little v il­ 
lage of Umbria. 
He was fortu n ate in 
h av in g v irtu ou s ami lov in g paren ts 
too rarelv fou n d in th ose dav s—wh o 
Of 
f 
protected h im from th e dan gers in 
wh ich th e degen erate society of th e 
time abou n de« !. 
Nev er was th e in ­ 
flu en ce of a pu re h ome n eeded more 
th an in th e « lay s of Nero. 
It is probable th at Tacitu s was edu 
rated at Rome, ami th at h e stu died 
u n der tlie emin en t rh etorician Qu in - 
tillian . 
Th e y ou n g man sh owed great 
promise 
in 
th e profession h e h ad 
ch osen —th e law, an d u n der th e two 
Emperors, Vespasian an d Titu s, h e 
was giv en rapi« l political prefermen t. 
It was abou t th is time th at Tacitu s be 
came associated with th e lawy er ami 
soldier, Agricola, wh ose life h e h as 
giv en u s in th e biograph y kn own as th e 
Agricola. 
Agricola was a man of cu l­ 
tu re, an able ju rist, an d, as ev en ts 
prov ed, a remarkable Gen eral. 
Meet­ 
in g Tacitu s often in th e law cou rts h e 
admired th e y ou n g man , an d, as a mark 
of esteem, gav e h im h is dau gh tef in 
marriage. 
We are n ot told wh eth er 
Tacitu s h ad ex pressed an y preferen ce 
for th e y ou n g lady , or wh eth er it was 
merely a bit of spon tan eou s gen erosity 
on th e part of th e fath er. 
Howev er, 
from Taeitu s’ letters we may feel as 
su red th at th e marriage was a h appy 
on e. 
Wh en Domitian came in to power 
Tacitu s 
wisely 
aban ilon ed 
political 
life wh ich th e jealou s ami su spiciou s 
ch aracter of th e Emperor made a dan 
gerou s career, an d con fin ed h imself to 
th e practice of h is profession . 
It is 
said th at lie wrote a joke-book wh ich 
pleased th e Emperor ex ceedin gly . It 
seems h ard to imagin e th e dign ified 
an d 
rath er 
melan <*lioly lawy er th e 
au th or of a sort of comic alman ac. 
At th e deatli of Agricola in 9 3 A.D., 
Tacitu s left Rome for fou r y ears, re­ 
tu rn in g wh ile Nev a was Emperor. Vir- 
gin iu s Ru fu s, a promin en t citizen , h ad 
ju st dieil, an d Ticitu s was h on ored with 
a commission to prepare th e fu n eral 
oration . 
Th e oth er importan t pu blic 
ev en t of h is life was th e trial of a Pro 
v in cial Gov ern or for dish on esty . 
Th e 
frien ds, Tacitu s 
an d 
th e 
y ou n ger 
Plin y , were associated in th e prosecu ­ 
tion wh ich was su ccessfu l. 
Th e two 
lawy ers were pu blicly th an ked by th e 
Sen ate for th eir serv ices. 
After th is 
trial Tacitu s retired from pu blic life 
an d gav e h imself en tirely to th e literary 
work wh ich h e h a<l plan n ed, h av in g al- 
rea« lv pu blish ed two books. 
Th e Life 
<»f Agricola, an d a Treatise on th e 
Man n ers an d Morals of th e German s. 
Th e Agricola h ar, special in terests for 
En glish readers, becau se th e greater 
part of it is a description of h ow Agri­ 
cola, as a comman der, ex ten ded th e 
con qu est of Britian . 
Agricola, as we 
kn ow h im from Lis son -in -law’s books, 
was a remarkable man . 
Liv in g in a 
time wh en to h av e a con scien ce was 
folly , an d to obey it dan ger, w«» fin d 
h im u prigh t, h on est, an d pu re, faith fu l 
to an Emperor wh o was a stran ger an d 
an en emy to v irtu e. 
In Tacitu s* ad­ 
miration for Agricola we fin d a key -n ote 
to th e former's ch aracter. 
Like Ju v e­ 
n al, y et in a differen t wav , Tacitu s 
looked back lon gin gly toward th e old 
day s of Rome’s v igor, wh en th ere was 
till some con n ection between v irtu e 
an d distin ction . In all h is literary work 
ie sh ows a melan ch oly feelin g abou t 
th e degen eracy of th e times. 
In h is 
German y h e describes th e simplicity 
an d v irtu e of th e Teu ton ic tribes, wh ich 
con trasted so markedly with th e v ices 
of Rome. 
In h is History of Rome, 
rom th e accession of Galba to th e 
death of Domitian , an d in th e An n als, 
a more popu lar recital of ev en ts from 
4-G8 A. D., th e same dissatisfaction 
w ith th e Rome of h is time appears.

COMMODORE GERRY'S ELECTRA .

In terestin g Hein Inferences In C onnection 
w ith th e Once P opula r Thorough far« *. 
H istoric Ahsorlutions— Noted Pa ssengers 
Ov er the ltoa« l. 


Ho w few kno w nny'tbing o f the “natio nal 
ro adf’ It has Iiecuso eclipsed by railways 
that many weli-wtfo rnicd jieo ple do n’t kno w 
that such a structure was o v er built. 
Away l>ack b a 1818 then* aro se serio us appre­ 
hensio n th at the graflrth o f the west wo uld 
cause disaffected pcm H ans to want a differ­ 
ent capital—“a western unio n”—and during 
Mo nro e’s administratio n co ngress, under the 
adv o cacy o f Henry Clay, “To m” Bento n, 
Gen. Lto v is Cass, Tho mas Ewing and Andrew 
Stewart, made appro priatio ns 
fro m the 
natio nal treasury, and the wo rk was v igo r 
o usly executed. 
Beginning at Cumberland 
mo untain, it extended acro ss Pennsylv ania, 
Virginia, Ohio and Indiana westward. The 
design was to co nnect the natio nal capital 
with St. Lo uis. 
The ro o d lied was reduced to a grade o f 
fiv e degrees, was made thirty-fiv e feet wide, 
and macadamized. 
The under part was 
chiefly o f sto ne, placed o n edge, o s is no w 
the case in cities, and co v ered with pieces 
that wo uld go thro ugh an inch and a half 
ring. The natio nal ro ad was free to all. It- 
was maintained by the general go v ernment 
fo r a do zen years, but in 1830, “thro ugh defer 
enceto Gen. Jackso n’s idea o f state so v er­ 
eignty,” it was turned o v er to the states 
thro ugh which it was built. 


A TOPULAR THOROUOHEARE. 
Much inti-resting reminiscence might be 
giv en o f this great tho ro ughfare and its wars. 
In 1837, w hen war was threatened between 
this co untry and France, there was such 
suspicio n o f sympathy between the French in 
Lo uisiana and the enemy that a quick mail 
route was established v ia this ro ad, and the 
Mississippi riv er co ntracts were let with tho 
requirement o f speed to av erage ten miles per 
hour. The entire highway was laid o ff into 
sectio ns, three bo ys and nine ho rses lieing re­ 
quired fo r sixty-three miles, and tho time 
giv en fo r the trip was six ho urs and eighteen 
minutes. 
Whether legal o r no t, the natio nal ro o d 
was a po pular tho ro ughfare. There was s« x>n 
as high as 150 “great Co nesto ga six-ho rse 
teams” per day. That is tho same number as 
the railro ad trains that pass o v er the Penn­ 
sylv ania railro ad no w daily to and fro m Jer­ 
sey City. There were fo ur o r fiv e fo ur-ho rst 
mail and passenger co aches each way daily. 
Presidents frequented this highway, and 
o n such o ccasio ns men were po sted at hillto ps 
by the ro adway to wav e their red bandanas 
as a signal o f appro ach fo r the distinguished 
trav elers. The i*-o ple wo uld assemble and 
render bo th v o cal and instrumental music. 
Much o f tho natio nal ro ad is still in g« *xl 
co nditio n, and its many histo ric asso ciatio ns 
are enhanced by mo dern pro gress. While tho 
o ld cast iro n po sts yet remain to tell o f dis 
tances to places, etc., telegraph wires are 
abundant, and there is a co mbinatio n o f 
things ancient and mo dern which giv e to 
trav elers by tho o ld ro ad much o f rare in­ 
terest. 
Of no ted passengers o v er this ro ad there are 
reco rded the names o f James Mo nro e, An­ 
drew Jackso n, William Henry Harriso n, 
Jo hn Tyler, Dick Jo hnso n (v ice-president 
under Tyler), James K. Po lk, Santa Aqna 
and the Marquis de Lafayette. 
CHAT WITn POLK’S WIDOW. 
James K. Po lk! How the name stands out 
in the list! 
To be assured abo ut the sto ries 
to ld o n the subject I called on the v enerable 
Mrs. Po lk, At my greeting she said she was 
feeble, but had nev er in the sev eral years it 
had been m\ fo rtune to kno w her upjx-ared 
quite so bright, so graceful and so elegant. 
“Ali, yes; I hav e o ften been o v er the ‘great 
natio nal ro ad,’ o s it was called, anil it rev iv es 
many pleasant reminiscences. Friends used 
to ask me if I were no t fatigued in making 
tho se trips, but I wo uld tell them that in 
tho se days I knew no t tho sensatio n o f being 
tired. Why, we didn’t trav el in the o rdinary 
stage co aches o f that day. 
True, we did 
trav el in public carriages, but gentlemen 
co uld make arrangements to trav el exclu­ 
siv ely, and wo uld sto p o v er at night. Mr. 
Po lk was fo urteen years successiv ely in co n­ 
gress, and we o ften jo urneyed that way; no t 
always. 
We went to Washingto n twice in 
in o ur priv ate carriage. 
Our ro ute wo uld be 
do wn the Cumberland to tho Ohio , and up 
that to Wheeling, and thence acro ss by the 
natio nal ro ad to Cumberland, Aid. The ears 
ran fro m thence to Baltimo re. When Air. 
Po lk was elected president we went that way 
and changed cars at the Relay ho use, the 
junctio n o f that ro ad and the o ne leading 
fro m Baltimo re to Washingto n. There was 
a great cro wd there and he made a speech. 
W hat magnificent scenery o n that tho ro ugh­ 
fare acro ss the Allegheny mo untains! I had 
an ex perience on our journey that often gav e 
amusement to our friends. Our team ran 
away , and we might hav e been much more 
unfortunate, but one of our horses fell and 
the driv er checked the others. But the car-

The wide « liv an running atxmt) 
three sides o f the cabin is mo st inv iting and 
co mmo dio us. 
The co mmo do re’s quarters are in the o ther 
« leek cabin, wherein are fo und charts and 
co mjiasses and sextants and binnacles, and ail 
o ther nav igating necessities. A seco nd wheel 
and steering apparatus are placed here, and 
wo uld co me in play if any accident sho uld 
happen to the o nes in o rdinary us«*. 
A co m- 
panio nway leu« ls fro m this co mmo dio us cabin 
to the lo wer fo rward cabins, w hich are set 
apart fo r the use o f the co innnxlo rc’s family. 
One o f these is witho ut jx>ro dv enture the 
mo st sumptuo us apartm ent seen since Cleo ­ 
patra’s barge. 
The Mo o rish deco ratio ns, 
faintly suggestiv e o f tho Alhambra, are 
carv ed fro m the so lid light wo o d—o ak, per­ 
haps, o r cherry—o f tho walls ami ro o f. Great 
clear mirro rs reflect the face so many times 
that, unless it sho uld chance to be a v ery 
peaceful o r a rarely beautiful o ne, it might 
be weariso me to o n o ccupant o f this fairy 
ro o m to see so many far away images o f him­ 
self. The dainty appo intments o f the bed and 
dressing table are in the mo st exquisite taste.

New Y ork , Sept 20.—There was a largely 
attended meeting in the large hall in Brora- 
mcr’s park,called in the interest of the Social­ 
istic propaganda, which is being conducted 
by the German 
Socialist Liebknecht, the 
English reformer, Dr. Aveling, and Mrs. Ave- 
litig, daughter of Karl Marx, the famous au- 
thor of “ Das Kapital.” The three persons 
named, and others, delivered addrtwses which 
were moderate in tone, and everything passed 
off quietly within the hull. 
As the audience 
passed out, there was some crowding and con­ 
fusion, owing to a desire on the part of many 
of those present to get a good view of the dis­ 
tinguished foreigners, and to exchange greet­ 
ings with them personally. 
There was quite 
a large force of police present, who had up to 
this time found no occasion for any action. 
Tho officer in charge, acting upon general in­ 
structions applicable in such cases, requested 
the people to move on and refrain from 
gathering in crowds around the passageways. 
The request not 
being promptly heeded, 
the policemen were ordered to move among 
the i*<>pie and direct them to disperse. 
The officers accordingly mingled in the 
crowd, and using their clubs as fenders, l» e- 
gan to push the people back from around the 
speakers. 
A man in the crowd became ex­ 
cited and shouted out in German a maledic­ 
tion upon the police. 
This was interpreted 
by a German policeman to the officer in charge, 
who thereupon ordered the arrest of the 
offender. 
The arrest heightened the con­ 
fusion, and the crowd 
becoming 
angry 
showed less disposition to yield to the efforts 
of the officers to disperse them. 
Shouts of 
indignation were heard on all sides, and Dr. 
Aveiing and Herr Liebkneeht personally re­ 
quested the officer in charge to withdraw his 
men, as there had been no attempt at dis­ 
order, and no excuse for police interference. 
The sergeant refusal to comply, and said that 
his original interference was for the purpose 
of protecting the speakera 
The latter dis­ 
claimed any need of such protection, and sui 1 
all they asked was to lie left alone w ith their 
friends. 
In the surging of the crowd and the 
police around tho speakers, Mrs. Aveling was 
pushed about with the rest rather rudely, 
and her husband claims that she was struck 
in the breast by a policeman’s club. 
Half a 
dozen members of the crowd were taken intc 
c ustody by the police before things quieted 
lowu, but the German who had expressed an 
favorable opinion of the police was the only 
me who w*as held and taken to the station- 
house. 
Ilis name is William Guss and he 
lives at 40 Allen street. 
He was locked up 
for the night. 
Dr. and Mrs. Aveling and Herr Liebkneeht 
were quite indignant over the affair and they 
united in preparing the following note for the 
United Press:

A TASTI OF THE CYCLONE 


Giv en to Jatlet, Ills.- 
Fsoabe—Loa* 
•7 0 ,0 0 0 . 
'J ou s t, D k, Sept 90 .—About flflo Satur­ 
day ev ening a terrlfio wt&d storm ond cy clone 
« truck this city from o southwesterly direc­ 
tion. A dooen frame buildings on South 
Chicago street were lev eled to the ground, 
and the street filled with boards, parts of 
roofs and unprooted trees, When the storm 
came up John Buckley took refuge in his 
cellar, while his family fled to the streets. 
The latter escaped injury but Buckley was 
dug out of the ruins of his house badly injured 
Peter Daley and his wife were rescued from 
the ruins of their house slightly hurt The 
large groin elev ator and office buildings of H. 
3 . Carpenter on Eastern Av enue, were totally 
lemolinhed. Sev eral small frame buildings 
ilongside the Chicago & Alton railroad track 
v ere blowu down. Most of the street lamps 
v ere demolished, leav ing the city in dark­ 
less. 
The scene of the cyclone 
was v isited Sun­ 
day by thousands of people. It is a remark a­ 
ble fact that although fifteen or twenty 
houses were completely 
demolished 
and 
scattered by the terrific wind, yet not a 
single person was fatally hurt. Ev erybody 
seemed to be aware of the approach of the 
cyclone some minutes before it struck the 
city, and secured their safety by fleeing to 
their cellars. The cyclone came from the 
southwest, straight up the Desplaines riv er. 
The constant flashes of lightning lit up the 
sk y so that the funnel-shaped monster could 
be plainly seen as it came whirling toward 
the city with a roar lik e a hundred locomo­ 
tiv es blowing off steam. As it reached the 
city limits it turned east on Monroe street, 
demolishing houses, barns and outhouses. 
The air was filled with boards, limbs of trees, 
sections of roofs and pieces of heav y timber. 
The bridge on Monroe street was pick ed up 
Ixnlily, and was deposited almost intact two 
Mock s away. The residence of the Sehltm 
brothers, John Day, Hod Brown, Jerry Buck ­ 
ley, Patrick Daly, Peter Daly, YVilliam Bar­ 
rett, John Moher, and William Hines were 
scattered to the winds. Pieces of these houses 
were carried a quarter of a mile. 
A largo 
number of houses were more or less mov ed 
from their foundations and wrenched out of 
shape. The house of Peter Daly, on Chicago 
street, was turned upside down. The rooi 
now rests on the ground and the front door 
is high np in the air. Telegraph poles w ere 
twisted off lik e pipe-stems, the streets King 
block ed with a mass of tangled wires. 
Along 
Fourth av enue great holes were scooixxl out 
of the hard grav el road. Eye witnesses state 
that these holes were made by balls of elec­ 
tricity or fire, w’hich bounded along the 
ground. 
The horse and buggy of Deputy Sheriff 
Ward was hitched in front of his house when 
the cyclone came, and after it had passed, the 
horse and buggy had disappeared. No trace 
has yet been fouod. The damage to the prop­ 
erty in the city is estimated at $ 75,000.

building, tearing down the shutters, smash­ 
ing the windows and battering the doors with 
bricks and pav ing-» tones. 
Only four constables were on duty in the 
barracks at the time, but these made a stout 
defense of their position, and within an in­ 
credibly short space of 
tíme fired elev en 
rounds of buckshot into the crowd. 
One of 
the rioters was killed ontright and sev eral 
were badly wounded. 
It is reported that a 
woman in the crowd was fatally shot and 
since died in her own house, whither 
she 
carried. An alarm was a m i out, and rein­ 
forcements arriv ed just as the mob was about 
to make a second attack on the barrack s. The 
reinforcing party scattered the rioters, but 
they reassembled in small groiq* 
later. 
The priests in the v arious Catholic parishes 
in the town were activ e in their efforts to per­ 
suade the rioters to retire to their homes. Tbe 
police and military are now patrolling the 
streets and no renewal is apprehended.

It is out of my line to write poetry, but 
those who think I cannot write a poem that 
will I>e ravenously snapped up and published 
by the American press do not thoroughly 
understand my true nature. 
Any of us may be able to write poetry, no 
doubt; but will it bo published? 
That is 
the test. Will it, I ask, or will it not be pub­ 
lished? 
To write true poetry, therefore, we must 
not do so solely, to gratify ourselves. 
We 
should remember that the publisher, the edi­ 
tor and the public have feelings, also. My 
theory has always been and still is that poetry 
should be so written that it will convey an 
idea and still not inflame the pubUc. Inflam 
matory poetry is unworthy and transitory in I convulsed with his sensations of delight 
its results.

. niyself perfectly clear, but let those who read 
these lines attempt to, write lucidly and 
learnedly on a subject of which they are eip 
tirely ignorant and they will see at once how 
I am hampered.

Thera is an eastern laugh, slightly 
conservative, and curved up at the ends, 
with culture. Thera Is a western laugh, that 
is broad, full, unreserved, open and hilarious. 
The Englishman’s laugh is self-conscious and 
more or less inconsiderate. The Frenchman’s 
laugh is considerate and courteous. Dickens’ 
laughter is wholly unlike Thackeray’s. You 
can never quite atrfid feeling that Thack­ 
eray’s laugh is personal; he laughs at you. 
Of all the laughters alive there is none eqtuu 
in good fellowship to Dr. Holmes. Thera 
should be a bit of pathos in a sound laugh. 
Bret Harte has it. Of all the humorists by 
profession only M. Quad has it.—Cor. Globe- 
Democrat.
